World Affairs

Washington, D. CL —W hen th** Herman- 
made their attack on Russia not a few 
people 
throughout 
the 
world 
began 
to 
chalk up on their calendars the date or 
approximate date when the swastika would 
wave over Moscow. This taken-for-granted 
idea of an early c a p ita tio n of the Soviets 
seems to have sprung from two sources: 
The ease with which the Nazis took over 
other countries and the influence of Nazi 
propaganda. 
The most conservative calendar-marker. 
however, has been disappointed 
H itler s 
predictions have failed to materialize. In 
view of all this, the speculation now is not 
when Russia w ill surrender to Germany, 
but how Russia has held out and what is 
actually behind her stiff resistance. 
It would not he safe to place much val­ 
uation on Russia's official publications in 
arriving at an answer to the Soviet pow­ 
er and resourcefulness. In the first plao* 
not many of these reach tile I'nited States, 
and all those which happen to filter in ar** 
so colored with the Soviet viewpoint thai 
no conclusion can 
he reached unless it 
embraces the Soviet idea. 
But an examination of a number of Rus­ 
sian publications found in Washington li­ 
braries. particularly tile Library of Con­ 
gress, 
sheds 
some 
interesting 
light 
on 
what could probably he behind the thing 
which H itler did not anticipate. These pub­ 
lications m irror something which can be 
understood only by close analysis. 
•It should be kepi in mind that censor­ 
ship still prevails in Russia, even over pri­ 
vate 
publications. 
However, 
the censor­ 
ship today is not what it was a few years 
ago. In the beginning the main object was 
to filtrate into every written message the 
theory of Sovietism , and there is every 
evidence that a good job was done. It was 
even done so well that while censorship 
still prevails, th** idea to In* conveyed has 
sunk so deep that the editor of a publica­ 
tion can reflect the Soviet philosophy so 
well that instead of receiving a reprimand 
from Moscow headquarters he receives a 
compliment. 
Aud these compliments ar** 
effective in tile production ot more ap­ 
proved w ettings. 
But here is where th** Russians have 
scored with their publications, especially 
with their magazines which number about 
2 alto. These magazines take on the sem­ 
blance of w hat in the I'nited States ai** 
called trad** 
papers. 
And 
as 
it is well 
known, every trade paper seeks to show 
that the industry is represents is p r o g r e s ­ 
sive. ideal and the v* t v emblem of the 
country’s success. They not only influence 
the public in general, hut sell the idea of 
their business to every 
member of th* 
fraternity 
from 
messenger to president. 
There can he no adverse criticism of this. 
for it is th** very thing that has fathered 
most of the country's indispensable lines 
of business. 
Yet, while trade papers in th* 
I nit***! 
States portray their particular field-, Die 
magazines of 
Russia all focus attention 
and drive home til** thought of the whole 
Russian concept of life. There are no cross 
purposes, no taking issue with each other, 
hut there is rivalry in seeing how much 
Pctt*• f one publication can present the So­ 
viet aims than allot lier. 
'Iii** cattle journal discusses the number 
of head of cattle which the commisarg ex­ 
pect to lie raised for the year. Iii** mining 
publication 
keeps 
constantly 
before the 
workers the urgent necessity of producing, 
and what is expected of them. The quota 
of a previous period must he exceeded. 
Rapers representing other industries strive 
with an equal enthusiasm to keep woikers 
at their highest point of production, and 
always for the glory and advancement of 
the state. Even tile sportsman, it he call 
he called that, has brought to his atten­ 
tion through publications on the fur in­ 
dustry that his quota of furs can he turn­ 
ed to account for the greater good of the 
Soviet 
In ion. 
All 
along, 
and 
in 
exetv 
magazine, there is a whooping it up for 


Die Soviet. 
This, of course, would not work in the 
I'nited States where there is a different 
tx p.* of mind and a different philosophy of 
life 
In Russia, however, it seems to have 
built up a solid 
block of thinking that 
may lie having its deep effects on the re­ 
sistance to i he Germ an war machine. In 
the 
Fluted 
States any great 
emergency 
finds the people united for its solution. 
Iii Russia this eau lie done only bv th** 
long process of a one-phase education. Ob­ 
servers believe that Russia has succeeded 
in this, aud attribute much of the success 
K» the magazines and newspapers which 
first started 
under strict censorship but 
Became so well sold on the aims of the 
Soviet that they became flaming evangels 
for the cause. And this is only one of the 
things H itler did not take* into account 
when he m arked his calendar for quick 
victory over Russia.

counts, u nder which one m e rc h a n t 
honored the order of a b ro th e r 
m erchant, 
where

store and another. It was not u n ­ 
common for cle.rks who were m a r ­ 
ried 
and 
worked 
in a general 
store, to be paid off. In part, on 
Satu rd ay night with an order on 
a grocery store or a m eat m ark e t. 
T h e re was not the necessity for 
cost accounting in those days th a t 
exists now and at the end of the 
m onth m e rch an ts merely “settled 
u p ” and It m attered little w h e th e r 
the settlements involved goods or 
labor.

For and Against

question 
of 
whether 
to 
have a basement or not in 
the 
usual way for the smaller house 
should be squarely faced by the 
prospective 
home 
owner 
when 
they are thinking about the plans 
for their new home preparatory 
to building. 
Opinions vary on this question 
and there are 
many 
people 
in 
favor of a full basement, a half 
basement, or a utility room on the 
first floor level as a substitute for 
th e basement. 
There are folks who would not 
consider doing without 
a 
base­ 
ment. just as there are those who 
have built their 
homes 
in 
the 
modern method, without a base­ 
ment, and who would not return 
to the old plan: thus this question 
becomes a m atter of personal re­ 
quirements to be solved only by 
the individual home owner. 
The question is often asked: Is 
there any saving made when 
a 
home is built without a 
base­ 
ment? 
Experience has shown that there 
is a saving in certain cases, but 
Just how much it is hard to state, 
for conditions vary 
so 
in 
the 
building of every home that it is 
almost impossible to 
give 
any 
definite rule; but 
I 
would 
say 
that it is safe to assume that "0 
to 25 percent of the cost of the 
usual basement is saved where no 
basement is used. 
Of course one must have foun­ 
dations and foundation walls, so 
It is not possible to eliminate all 
the masonry costs below the first 
floor line altogether; 
but 
base­ 
ment floors are saved, and a cer­ 
tain amount of 
excavation 
and 
height of foundation walls which 
should make a saving. 
But there are other reasons of­ 
fered that seem valid. In the first 
place the basement was originally 
intended as a storage place 
for 
food stuffs and is now no longer 
needed because people do not buy 
and store foods in quantities as 
they once did. 
There is a disadvantage to the 
usual basement in that it is liable 
to be damp with possible leaky 
fl oors and walls. Of the hundreds 
of letters I receive from readers 
from all over the 
country, 
this 
complaint is by far the greatest 
and they ask for advice in how to 
overcome the difficulty. 
Waterproofing may be used to 
overcome dampness to a great ex­ 
tent, but 
waterproofing 
to 
be 
really effective must be well done 
and is costly. Also, where a base­ 
ment is built in heavy soils, in low 
spots and where drainage is diffi­ 
cult, it is bard to make a basement 
absolutely dry. In such cases the 
utility room on the 
first 
floor 
level, which substitutes for a base­ 
ment, should be used. 
Further, a basement needs re­ 
p e a l cleanings and it soon be­ 
comes a catch all for rubbish and 
bo is a definite fire hazard. 
If you build a small house with­ 
out a basement planning one of 
th e modern utility rooms on the 
first floor level or a step or two 
below you secure certain advant­ 
ages. 
First 
there 
is some financial 
laving. Second you will have the 
working units such as the kitchen, 
laundry and heater room near or 
on 
a 
level with the first floor. 
This will save many steps in the 
course of a year, for all the laun­ 
dry work may be done in the util­ 
ity room and is carried on above 
grade with plenty of light, good 
ventilation 
and 
in a clean, dry, 
cheerful place.

ance and the 
interior 
arrange­ 
ment. People are demanding liv­ 
able, good looking homes that will 
give them the most, comfort and 
convenience. 
The plan of a home may be 
a 
good one from the viewpoint 
of 
economy 
of construction but it 
may be equally wasteful in the 
economy of the daily household 
maintenance. The 
design 
of 
a 
home may be good but oftlmes, In 
order to save a few dollars, 
will 
change the design of a stork plan 
just enough at the wrong place so 
that the elevation will become u n ­ 
interesting. out of scale, or depart 
from a characteristic style. 
In every design there is a r e a ­ 
son for each line on the elevation;

Sebagoist Look at Crop 
B. E. Heath, agricultural agent 
for the Soo Line, who was instru­ 
mental in introducing Sebago po­ 
tatoes in the peninsula last spring, 
visited Old Orchard last week, to 
inspect the acre of Sebagoes being 
raised 
there 
this 
season. 
Mr. 
Heath had been studying the prob­ 
lem of potato growers in sections 
of the peninsula where 
it 
had 
been found impossible to grow a 
satisfactory white potato in the 
past, 
and 
personally 
went 
to 
.Maine early last spring to look up 
a new white potato developed in 
that state. 
He became convinced 
that both weather and soil condi­ 
tions in Maine where 
Sebagoes 
were grown, were largely similar 
to those conditions in the penin­ 
sula. 
Tie contracted to purchase 
a1 I the seed of that variety he 
could pick up and then returned 
to the peninsula. 
Growers of this 
section were interested in the new 
potato variety and all the seed 
Mr. Heath had been able to secure 
was gobbled up quickly, being dis­ 
tributed larg ely in small lots. 
Good Virid Indicated 
Old Orchard’s 
manager 
was 
able to secure 25 bushels of the 
seed and it was used 
to 
plant 
about one acre of ground in the 
potato field. 
The tops of the new 
variety have developed wonder­ 
fully and test diggings made by 
Mr. Heath last week, showed 
a 
most satisfactory setting of pota­ 
toes in the hills. 
He found up to 
12 potatoes, all of which would 
pass in size for No. I certified 
seed even at this stage of growth, 
in a single hill. 
Previous tests 
made in the Sebago section of the

Bird Banded In Michigan 
Is Found Dead Near 
Whitby, England 


b y o s c a r M cK i n l e y b r y e n s 
The study of 
wild 
birds 
by 
means of numbered bands placed 
on their legs, brings many inter­ 
esting things on their movem ents . 
Through being a bird-banding co­ 
operator, I receive BIR D B A N D ­ 
ING NOTES, a publication issued 
by The Fish and Wildlife Service, 
U. S. D epartm ent of th e Interior, 
which is for the information 
of 
bird-banding cooperators. 
In the issue of March, 1941 is 
an inter esting recovery of a Cas­ 
pian tern which wore 
hand 
No. 
566280, banded as a chick on July 
14, 1927, on Shoe Island in north ­ 
ern Lake Michigan, by 
W m . 
I. 
Lyon, was found dead near W h it ­ 
by, York County. England, during 
August 1 9 3 9 ” . The 
Service 
also 
states that “ This is th e first re­ 
port received of a bird banded in 
America and recovered in 
E n g ­ 
land. and so far as known it is the 
first, record of the American race 
of the caspian tern to be captured 
on the eastern side of the A tlan­ 
tic”. 
Through this recovery, w e also 
learn that this bird 
reached 
the 
age of 12 years, and this may he 
ahove the average age that 
this 
species reaches. It is to be regret­ 
ted that th e bander of this bird, 
who passed aw a y a few years ago, 
did not live to hear of this very 
interesting recovery. 
This is the largest of the terns, 
averaging 21 inches in length; its 
bright red and heavy bill, crested 
head which is glossy black on the 
top and so m e of back part, and 
tail forked 1.5 inches are favor­ 
able field marks. 
The remainder 
of the bird is chiefly white. Adults
